Culture.  Beans  succeed  best  in  a deep,  rich,  and  friable  soil.  Never 
plant  beans  in  cold  and  wet  ground,  they  will  only  rot.  Middle  of  May  iS' 
about  the  right  time,  except  in  the  South  where  beans  are  planted  early  in' 
the  year.  Plant  in  rows  2 to  3 feet  apart  and  drop  the  seed  4 to  5 inches 
apart  in  them,  covering  with  2\  inches  depth  of  soil.  Hill  the  soil  slightly  teJ 
insure  best  drainage.  Beans  should  be  picked  when  about  four  inches  long 
to  insure  tenderness.  Frequent  pickings  will  prolong  the  bearing  season. 
Do  not  jerk  the  vines  violently  when  picking,  as  this  tends  to  disturb  the 
roots  and  injures  growth.

The  roots  should  then  be  planted  in  a 
trench  16  to  18  inches  deep  in  a dark,  warm  cellar  or  under  a greenhouse 
bench,  and  placed  upright  about  1^  to  2 inches  apart,  which  will  allow 
the  neck  of  the  root  to  come  within  9 inches  of  the  level  of  the  trench.

SEEDS 


While  annual  flowers  are  beautiful  while  they  are  with 
us.  Perennials  continue  to  be  a joy  for  many  seasons,  the 
older  plants  being  susceptible  of  division  and  replanting. 
It  is  really  easy  to  raise  Perennials  successfully,  and  only 
requires  a little  experience  and  following  of  directions  where 
no  previous  .knowledge  has  been  gained.  Sow  the  seeds 
in  spring  to  midsummer.  Begin  end  of  May  when  all 
Hardy  Perennial  seeds  can  be  sown  with  success  up  till 
early  August.  The  best  success  is  attained  by  sowing  in  a 
frame,  keeping  it  well  shaded  from  tne  hottest  sun.  Fresh 
air  is  necessary  which  can  be  given  by  raising  the  sash 
slightly  every  day  from  early  morning  till  late  afternoon. 
The  ground  must  be  well  prepared  before  sowing  seed  and 
kept  uniformly  moist  but  not  wet. 

The  seedlings  must  be  transplanted  after  having  at- 
tained a height  of  three  to  four  inches.  Thinning  is 
necessary  the  same  as  in  annuals.  During  September 
till  early  October  the  young  plants  must  be  trans- 
planted to  their  'ermanent  positions  unless  it  is  preferable 
to  leave  them  in  the  frames.  Plants  thus  raised  will 
flower  the  next  sum.mer.

The  flowers  are  about  1 14  inches  in  diameter, 
and  are  borne  in  clusters  of  5 to  7 blossoms  each,  and  wherever  it 
has  been  grown  has  attracted  more  attention  and  favorable  com- 
ment than  any  other  plant  in  the  garden.  Like  other  ipomoeas, 
it  delights  in  a warm,  sunny  situation  and  good  soil.  The  seed 
may  be  started  indoors  in  March  or  April  in  a temperature  of  not 
less  than  70  degrees  and  the  plants  set  out  when  the  weather  gets 
warm,  but  it  is  just  as  well  to  wait  until  the  weather  gets  warm 
and  settled  and  then  sow  out  of  doors.  In  either  case  germination 
will  be  hastened  and  also  made  more  certain  by  filling  or  cutting  a 
small  notch  in  each  seed.  They  are  likely  to  germinate  poorly  un- 
less this  precaution  is  taken.  If  sown  in  cold,  wet  ground  the  seed 
is  liable  to  rot.

WATERING  THE  LAWN 

Water  must  be  always  applied  in  a manner  that  the  moisture  reaches 
the  roots,  mere  surface  sprinkling  is  of  no  use.  In  warm  weather  water 
only  in  the  early  morning  or  after  sundown.  A good  thing  is,  to  let  lawn 
sprinklers  run  for  awhile  on  one  spot,  until  thoroughly  saturated,  then  re- 
move to  next  one  until  the  whole  lawn  has  had  a good  soaking  which  will 
last  better  than  a slight  application  of  water  several  times. 

WEEDS 

One  of  the  most  frequent  weeds  in  the  lawn  is  the  Dandelion.  These 
have  long  taproots  and  must  be  taken  out  thoroughly  to  keep  out.  A 
•good  tool  is  an  asparagus  knife  with  a long  blade,  which  reaches  to  bottom  of 
root.  Plantains  also  infest  lawns.  They  can  be  easily  drawn  out  with 
the  hand.  Wherever  weeds  leave  an  empty  spot  sprinkle  a little  fresh  grass 
seed  and  press  down  hard.  It  will  soon  obliterate  with  fresh  growth.  No 
matter  what  tools  are  offered  for  the  extirpation  of  weeds  nothing  takes  the 
place  of  conscientious  hand  weeding.

They  are  ready  to  repot 
into  new  soil  any  time  after  October  first.  Or  they  can  be  stored  in  dry 
material  such  as  sand.  Cocofiber,  etc.,  and  kept  over  in  a frost  proof  place 
until  the  following  spring.

CHOICE  SEEDS,  BULBS,  AND  PLANTS 
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HARDY  VINES  AND  CLIMBERS 


These  do  much  toward  beautifying  our  homes,  in  covering  banks  and  bare  spots,  and  giving  beautiful  shade  and  fragrance  to  the  pergola  arid 
veranda.  There  is  a charming  diversity  of  habit  and  variety,  so  that  kinds  may  be  selected  to  harmonize  with  every  surrounding.  By  careful  selection, 
a succession  of  bloom  may  be  had.  , 

Some  vines  are  best  suited  for  shade,  while  others  are  distinctly  of  value  for  the  embellishment  they  give  to  the  house,  porch  or  veranda,  by  reason 
of  the  large,  beautiful  flowers  they  bear.  Among  these  might  be  specially  mentioned  the  various  large-flowering  Clematis  and  the  different  forms  of 
Wistaria.  Most  of  them  require  some  support,  but  the  Ampelopsis,  Hedeia,  etc.,  climb  by  aerial  rootlets  and  will  cling  to  brick,  stone  or  rough  wood 
surfaces.  These  are  very  useful  for  softening  the  rough  comers  of  the  house,  and  are  of  decided  benefit  to  a wall  inclined  to  be  damp. 

The  vines  should  be  firmly  planted  in  a deep,  rich  soil,  afterward  watering  thoroughly.  An  occasional  topdressing  of  decayed  manure  will  assist  them 
in  making  strong  growth.

If  cut  when  the  flrst  flowers 
open  and  placed  in  water  they  will  continue  to  bloom  for  ten  days  to  two 
weeks.  The  stems  are  tall  and  stiff,  withstanding  high  winds  and  all  sorts 
of  weatht.r,  but  must  be  lifted  when  frost  sets  in  and  stored  the  same  as 
Gladioli,  Dahlias  or  Amaryllis
